To e- 
wery thing there is a Seaſon, and 4 time to every pur- 
poſe under Heaven ; and the Plalmiſt ſpeaking to 
God, ſays, Pſal. 74. 16, 17. Thou haſt made the 
Summer and the IWinter, the Day 1s thine and the 
night alſo i« thine: and Moſes the Man of God tells 
us that Seed time, and Harveſt, Summer and Winter, 
and Day and Night ſhall not ceaſe, until the end of 
the World, Gen. 8. /aſt. In all which Expreſſions 
we arc to underſtand, the Works of God that are 
done, and the Events of Providence that come eo 
pals in the Appointed T5mes and Seaſons of the Tear 3 
as now, In the Winteretime, Job 35.
